years.

T he bread will 
go to the state. 
This vitally concerns the 52,378 ,- 
026 m em bers of the 
church, over 
13 years of age.

W h e th e r we are co m m un i­ 
c a n ts o r not, w e should ask 
o ur­ 
selves wha t o ur cities, villages and 
co un trysides would he w ith o ut the 
Thureh. T h ey would be like 
the

p ro p erty of little w orth, life un ­ 
safe. c o n tra c ts insecure, gam bling 
joints and saloons alone p ro sp er­ 
ous. 
Close all the - lun ch es in n sin

shrink by the millions over night. 
Peop le esp ecially the fa th e rs and 
m o th ers of young children, would 
de p a rt as if from a p lague.
